I N planning the closing ceremony of the Nore Command, now set 
for March 24, the Commander-in-Chief, The Nore, Admiral Sir 
Robin Durnford-Slater, K.C.B., had the inspired idea of inviting the 
Dutch Navy to attend the ceremony in memory of the occasion on 
June 17, 1667, when a Dutch squadron, under the command of 
Admiral De Ruyter, sailed up the Medway and burnt the British Fleet. 

News has been received that the Dutch have accepted the invitation and arc 
sending one of their newest and most powerful destroyers, the Limburg, to 
Chatham from March 23 to 27. Limburg will, furthermore, be flying the flag 
of the Commander-in-Chief. Netherlands Home Station. Rear-Admiral 
Baron de Vos van Steenwijk. 

It is also planned that a detachment 
from the Dutch ship will march in the 
parade on March 24. which marks the 
closure ceremony and that of the 
Laying Up of the Queen's Colour of 
the Nore Command. 

I he closure ceremony will start with 
a large parade and march past, at 
which Admiral Durnford-Slater will 
take the salute. Contingents on parade 
will be drawn from ships and estab¬ 
lishments in the Nore Command and 
from local Royal Naval and Royal 
Marine Associations. 

The parade will be followed by a 
service in the barracks* church to mark 
the Laying Up of the Queen’s Colour.

T ill- taking over of the Portuguese 
liner, the Santa Maria, by an armed 
body of men. brings to mind acts of 
piracy on the high seas and the 
extremely difficult position faced by 
captains of warships. 

The Royal Navy has. for hundreds 
of years, been .‘‘a security for such a 
pass on the seas upon their lawful 
occasions” and. happily, few acts of 
piracy have taken place in this 
century. 

’Hie China Seas in the mid-thirties 
saw a couple of acts of piracy which 
demonstrate the very ditlicult position 
with which commanding oflicers may 
be faced. 

There was the seizing of the brand 
new ship, the Shuntien, on her maiden 
voyage half way between Ticnt Sin and 
Hong Kong. What was the Navy to 
do? An armed boarding party attempt¬ 
ing to board the Shuntien would have 
meant that the throats of innocent 
people on board would have been cut 
without mercy. The overcoming of the 
pirates by shell lire would have meant 
the killing of very many passengers 
and a new ship would have been 
destroyed. 

Another act of piracy—again in the 
China Seas, took place about the same 
time—end of 1934. This was the case 
when pirates took over a ship filled 
with children returning to Hong Kong 
from Chcc l ; oo. The children were 
returning home from school in the far 
north for the Christmas holidays and 
hundreds of families in Hong Kong 
had a child or children on board. 

Here was a dilemma! To attempt to 
capture the vessel by force would have 
meant the death of the youngsters, yet 
to do nothing was impossible. A "show 
of force.” aeroplanes flew around, 
ships guns were manned and so on. 
and this so impressed the pirates that 
the children were given up. 

In the case of the Santa Maria the 
leader of the insurrectionists is 
reported to have said that he would 
scuttle the ship than surrender it. 

What a position for the captain of 
one of Her Majesty’s ships to find him¬ 
self in. To use force would mean, 
possibly, the death or injury to a large 
number of people: to do nothing could 
be constructed as siding with “pirates” 
against a friendly power. Whatever he 
did, or did not do, there was bound to 
be a large body of people—both at 
home and abroad—who would have 
said he was wrong.

The editor (Mr. R. V. B. Blackman. 
A.M.R.I.N.A., AJ.Mar.E.), in his fore¬ 
word. describes the potential enemy 
submarine menace as “colossal. *

ROYAL NAVY MAKES FIRST 
LANDING ON ATLANTIC

T HE first recorded landing on the 
barren Brazilian islands of Martin 
Vaz in the South Atlantic has been 
made bv HALS. Owen (Commander 
Geoffrey P. 1). Hall, D.S.C., R.N.), 
survey ship of the Ro>al Navy, while 
on her way to undertake hydrographic 
work in South Georgia. 

The three small islets of the group 
are situated about 650 miles cast north- 
cast of Rio de Janeiro and are des¬ 
cribed in navigational manuals as 
“steep and inaccessible” and experts 
with a knowledge of the area had pre¬ 
viously described any attempt to go 
ashore on them as “impossible.” 

Details of the landing to make scien¬ 
tific observations for which the Braz¬ 
ilian government had given special 
permission have now been received by 
Admiralty. 

A small party made up of officers 
and seamen accompanied by civilian 
scientists embarked in the Owen and 
made their attempt on the largest of 
the three islands which rise to a height 
of some 300 feel. They embarked in a 
surf boat towed by a surveying motor 
launch and after considerable difficul- 


FIRST-FOOTERS 

Eight men can claim the distinction 
of being the first known people to have 
set foot on the island and two of them, 
an officer and a rating, managed to 
scale the steep sides of the island and 
reach the "peak.” Others collected 
botanical, biological and geological 
samples and specimens. 

While they were ashore another sur¬ 
vey motor launch from the Owen 
made soundings of the south-westen 
approaches to the islands, while the 
ship herself undertook a rapid sketch- 
survey of them by radar and sextant 
angles. Bottom samples were obtained 
by towed dredge and mechanical grab.

A S a result of the progressive reduc¬ 
tion in the number of individual 
allotments allowed to personnel in the 
Royal Navy. Royal Marines and 
W.R.N.S., a number of people will 
undoubtedly be searching for some 
alternative scheme to replace the allot¬ 
ment facilities hitherto available. 

The Tost Office Savings Hunk will, 
under suitable circumstances, accept 
“standing instructions” from depositors 
who wish to make regular payments 
from their accounts. These payments 
may he on a monthly, quarterly, half 
annual and annual basis to suit indi¬ 
vidual requirements: there is a small 
charge per payment for this service. 

The Post Office Savings Bank comes 
under the heading “savings” in the 
permitted number of allotments 
(A.F.O. 2640/59 and those therefore 
who have Post Ollicc Savings Bank 
accounts arc eligible to take part in 
the Standing Instructions for period 
payments scheme which the Post 
Ollicc operates. 

It is, of course, necessary to satisfy 
certain conditions before lhc Posl 
Office will accept a “standing order” 
and they arc as follows: 

Monthly Payments: You must have 
or accumulate a balance in your 
account an amount to at least the sum 
of two payments, plus the amount of 
annual charge (12s.). When your in¬ 
struction has been accepted by the 
I P.O.S.B. you must ensure that the 
balance lo meet each payment is avail¬ 
able in the account at least three weeks 
before the payment is due. 

Quarterly or Annual Payments: You 
must have a sufficient balance in your 
account to meet Ihe first payment and 
charge (4s. or Is.) when your instruc¬ 
tion is received by the P.O.S.B. 

If the instruction is to he given 
some time in advance of Ihe first pay¬ 
ment, the amount should be available 


in your account at least three weeks 
before the payment is due, and simi¬ 
larly for future payments. 

If the conditions mentioned above 
can be fulfilled then application 
should be made in the first instance 
to the Director. Post Office Savings 
Department. Blythe Road. London, 
W. 14. 

National Savings Certificates can be 
purchased by transfer from a Post 
Office Savings Bank account by filling 
in a simple form (S.B. I0A) which can 
be obtained from most post offices in 
the United Kingdom and the same 
arrangements apply for the purchase 
of Premium Savings Bonds and De¬ 
fence Bonds.

QUALIFIED AS 
TORPEDO OFFICER 
IN 1914 


Naval establishment 
for nearly 50 years 
closed down 


A N officer who was for many years 
closely connected wilh H.M.S. 
Vernon. Commander II. R. Bennett, 
Royal Navy, died at‘his home in Alvcr- 
stokc recently. He was 69. 

Commander Bennett qualified as a 
torpedo officer in 1914 and served at 
sea throughout World War I in II.M. 
Ships Cumberland. Bonavcnturc. 
Maidstone and Titania. 

After the war he did a long com¬ 
mission in II.M.S. Iron Duke and after 
a few months in H.M.S. Vernon in 
1923. he joined H.M.S: Repulse for the 
Royal Tour. 

In April. 1929, he went hack to 
Vernon where he was responsible for 
officers* appointments and was Mess 
Secretary and Personal Ofliccr. He 
stayed for four years, retiring at his 
own request in 1934.* 

Soon after the start of World War 
II. having rejoined the service, he 
became the A.R.P. Officer in Vernon 
and was in-the establishment during the 
two occasions when it was "blitzed." 

In July. 1944. he became Personnel 
Ofliccr again and finally retired in 
1947. 

Commander Bennett took a great 
interest in local sport and after his 
retirement from the service he helped 
to found the Gosport Rugby Football 
Club and was its treasurer for many 
years. 


T HE naval establishment al Stokes 
Bay, Gosport, known fo many 
hundreds of naval ratings for nearly 
half a century, and known, in recent 
years, as 1I.M.S. Vernon II. was closed 
down on December 16. I960. 

It is believed that the establishment 
was taken over from the Army about 
1917 for use as a torpedo trials base. 
Stokes Bay Pier was also taken over
